The most heartening dev elop ­ 
ment, he believ es, was a ‘great 
su rge for u nity ” among the West­ 
ern Allies and in Latin America. 
In his first news conference of 
the y ear—fiv e day s before the 
first anniv ersary of his inau gu ra­ 
tion—Kennedy tou ched on nearly 
a su bject a minu te Monday , roam 
ing from the farm p roblem at 
home to Laos and Berlin abroad. 
Steel — He hop es for a q u ick 
agreement between indu stry and 
the u nion to av ert a strike and 
the hasty stockp iling of steel that 
might imp ede the nation’s eco­ 
nomic recov ery . Contracts ex p ire 
in Ju ne. 
Laos—The risk of war is the I 
alternativ e to tie risk of Commu ­ 
nist control of coalition gov ern­ 
ments in Sou theast Asia, he said. 
“ We are taking a chance in all 
of Sou theast Asia. We are taking 
a chance in other areas also.” 
In his ju dgment “ it is in the best 
interest of ou r cou ntry to work 
for a 
neu tral 
and indep endent 
Laos.” 
Farm —Kennedy set a goal of 
reasonable balance between farm 
ou tp u t and demand to insu re that 
the farm income “ will 
not 
be 
bioken by su rp lu ses, as it was to 
a su bstantial ex tent in the ’20s.” 
In his State of the Union mes­ 
sage,

p romised 
to

Congress a new farm p rogram 
geared to the times. 
Civ il rights—Kennedy said he 
wou ld issu e an order against ra ­ 
cial 
discrimination in federally 
aided hou sing when he believ es 
it will serv e the p u blic interest 
and adv ance the cau se of civ il 
rights. He claimed more p rogress 
In the field du ring the last 12 
months than the p rev iou s eight 
y ears and said his record may be 
ju dged p rop erly at the end of this 
y ear “ and at the end of ou r 
term .” 
Foreign trade—‘When the edu ­ 
cational job is done,” Kennedy de 
d ared, the cou ntry will su p p ort 
his req u est for broad au thority to 
negotiate tariff cu ts. He said fi

Some of the cold air ex tended 
deep in the Sou th Tem p eratu res 
were as mu ch as 30 degrees low­ 
er than Monday morning’s marks 
sou thward into sou thern Lou isi­ 
ana. 
The storm which du mp ed u n to 
IO inches of snow across Midwest 
areas abated as it mov ed north­ 
eastward.

The broadcast said the m assa­ 
cre was rep orted in Bu kav u , Kiv u 
Prov ince, by a nu mber of mis­ 
sionaries who escap ed from Knn- 
golo after the town was taken 
ov er last month by the troop s 
from Stanley v ille. 
President Moise Tshombe of Ka­ 
tanga rep orted on Jan. I that his 
forces 
had 
abandoned 
Kongolo 
and that the inv aders were killing 
hu ndreds of civ ilians and bu rning 
v illages as they adv anced on the 
town. 
Tshombe claimed that the in­ 
v ading troop s were u nder the or 
dors of the Central Congo gov ­ 
ernm ent in Leop oldv iUe, bu t re 
p orts since hav e indicated that 
they were loy al to p ro-Commu nist 
Dep u ty Prem ier Antoine Gizenga, 
who was p u t u nder v irtu al hou se 
arrest in Stanley v ille Su nday by 
central gov ernment troop s. 
Gizenga has been accu sed of 
d’sp atching troop s into north Ka 
tacga in an effort to establish his 
own state in the northeast Con» ?o 
Units of Gizenga's Stanley v ille 
force were blamed for the mu rder 
of 13 Italian U.N. airm en in Kiv u 
Prov ince in Nov ember. 
The troop s in north Katanga and 
adjoining Kiv u Prov ince constitu te 
the hu lk of the Stanley v ille army 
which took orders from Gizenga 
and Gen. Victor Lu ndu la when it 
took orders from any one. 
Lu ndu la switched his allegiance 
to the central gov ernment and 
commanded the troop s in Stanley 
Ville who p u t down an insu rrec 
lion attem p t bv Gizenga ov er the 
weekend and disarmed more than 
300 of his gendarmes, his only mil 
itary force in the leftist’s form 
stronghold. 
The central Congo gov ernment 
of Prem ier Cv rilJe Av onia » s 
p ected 
to strip 
Gizenga of 
his 
dep u ty p remiership and p ossibly 
ev en p u t bim u nder form al arrest 
in Leop oldv ille, and dip lomats in 
the Congo cap ital fear there may 
be an adv erse reaction from the 
troop s in Kiv u and north Katanga.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Portu gal 
faced bitter attacks 
from the Commu nist and African 
blocs today as foes of her p olicy 
in Angola p ressed for condemna­ 
tion and p ossible p u nitiv e m eas­ 
u res by the United Nations. 
Poland, cosp onsor with Bu lgaria 
of a resolu tion calling on the Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil to consider harsh 
p enalties against the Lisbon gov ­ 
ernment, was slated to take the 
floor as tile 104-nation General 
Assembly ’s Angola debate went in­ 
to its second day .

nel, is about to em bark on one 
of the greatest «dventures ever 
undertaken by an Am erican. 
On 
Tuesday, 
Jan. 
23, 
Glenn 
is scheduled to ride a powerful 
Atlas rocket into orbit about the 
earth. Streaking through space at 
17,500 m iles an hour, his capsule 
is intended to m ake three circuits 
of the globe in 4Va hours. 
The results will help establish 
guidelines for thi-s nation’s future 
course in space. 
At altitudes up to 150 m iles, 
astronaut 
Glenn 
will 
have 
a 
breathtaking look at the earth be­ 
low. Each glance will afford a 
stunning panoram ic view stretch ­ 
ing 1,800 m iles from horizon to 
horizon. 
Continents and oceans will skip 
from sight in m inutes. The cap­ 
sule will whip through alternate 
periods of daylight and darkness 
as it sweeps into the shadow of 
the earth, then em erges again in 
to sunlight. 
At tim es, Glenn, h o n e d by 
months of training, will roll his 
spacecraft over to gaze at the 
stars and heavens through a wide- 
angle window. U ndistorted by the 
e a rth ’s atm osphere, the stars will 
appear as they truly are — un­ 
blinking in brilliant r e d, yellow, 
blue and w hite hues. 
F or 
all 
but

m inutes, 
Glenn will be in a weird and ex- 
hderating world of w eightlessness. 
He will have a «ensation of fre e­ 
falling through an endless void. 
How m an is able to function in 
a w eightless state on prolonged 
space journeys Is a m ajor enigm a 
the M ercury orbital flights aim 
to solve. 
On his 17-orbit flight last Aug. 6, 
R ussian cosm onaut G herm an Ti 
tov reported that most of the tim e 
he suffered a vertigo sickness, or 
dizziness. He said it w as especial­ 
ly pronounced when he turned his 
head sharply or observed swiftly 
moving objects outside his Vostok 
TI spaceship.

D uring the flight, Glenn is to 
try changing the roll, pitch and 
yaw of his craft with the attitude 
control stick. He will m ake in 
strum ent readings and call on his 
training in astronom y and geogra­ 
phy to identify heavenly bodies 
and earth landm arks. And he will 
attem pt eating by squeezing food 
from a tube-like container. 
The spacecraft’s course, depen­ 
dent on precision perform ance by 
the Atlas booster, is carefully cal­ 
culated so Glenn will be in con­ 
stant touch with the worldwide 
tracking 
network of 18 ground 
stations. 
At all tim es, specialists on the 
ground w ant to know the condi­ 
tion of capsule and pilot. If som e­ 
thing goes wrong, they will be 
ready to order the craft back to 
earth by sending a radio signal 
to fire a series of reverse rockets 
at the base of the vehicle. 
The vital com m unications links 
tying Glenn to the earth are at 
Cape C anaveral, B erm uda, a ship 
in the Atlantic, two stations in 
Africa, a ship in the Indian Ocean, 
two stations in A ustralia.

Freeze Cited 


As Vegetable 


Prices Rise 


NEW YORK (A P) — V egetable 
prices are rising because of se­ 
vere dam age to crops in Texas 
and Florida as the result of freez­ 
ing w eather, the D epartm ent of 
A griculture reported today. 
Citrus also was badly dam aged 
in Texas but apparently escaped 
m ajor harm in Florida. 
The departm ent called the situ­ 
ation in the Rio G rande Valley 
“ very serious.” The tem p eratu re 
fell to as low as IO degrees there 
last week. 
The 
cold 
wave 
spread 
over 
100,000 acres of vegetable fields 
in the valley. 
The departm ent said the antici­ 
pated shortage of supplies already 
has been felt on the m arket. 
High winds added to the d am ­ 
age to citrus trees 
in the 
Rio 
G rande Valley. The departm ent 
said the loss of trees under five 
years old was heavy. 
At the tim e of the freeze twm- 
thirds of the 6.5-million box Rio 
G rande Valley grapefruit crop re ­ 
mained on the trees. About one- 
third of the expected 1.9 million 
boxes of early oranges had not 
been harvested, and the harvest 
of 1.8 million boxes of V alencia 
oranges had not been started. 
Three-fourths of the 70 per cent 
of w inter cabbage rem aining to 
be harvested is expected to be 
lost, according to the departm ent. 
Also 
severely 
dam aged 
were 
beets, broccoli, carrots, cauliflow’- 
er, lettuce and spinach. 
Sweet corn, potatoes, tom atoes 
and green peppers which were 
above ground will have to be re­ 
planted. 
Three successive freezes dam ­ 
aged 
Florida’s 
soft 
vegetable 
crops and sent prices up in pro­ 
ducing areas.

Much is ex pected of the federal retrain­ 
ing prog ram for the chronically jobless. 
They can learn new skills in lines where 
jobs are av aila ble The first effort is being 
made in two West Virg inia mining conn­ 
ies where 8 ,000 persons are idle. 
Ev en thoug h pay is offered while lea rn­ 
ing new jobs, less than IO per cent of the 
unemploy ed in that area 
hav e applied 
This is puzzling and disappointing to of­ 
ficials in charg e of the pilot project, 
“ Some of our unemploy ed people 
are 
just g oing to hav e to fa ce fa cts and chang e 
their v ocations to g et jobs,’* one of the of­ 
ficials said. Apparently ma ny nonappli­ 


cants are a v erse to acquiring a skill that 
mig ht compel them to mov e out of their 
communities. They keep hoping that local 
industries will ex pand pay rolls, but it nev ­ 
er happens. 
Job retraining has a direct relation to re­ 
lief rolls which hav e become burdensome 
in most commu nities. There is a rising de­ 
termination in the nation to g et able-bodi­ 
ed people on long 
term relief out of their 
idleness and into self-supporting work. 
That cannot be done too soon. It will be 
better for the idle and better for the na ­ 
tion.

Usually utility profits g o on ad­ 
v ancing at about the same rate 
y ear after y ear. That is because 
they are 
g ov ernment 
reg ulated 
companies with their charg es held 
fairly closely in line with their 
rev enues and earning s. 
But this time there’s a chang e 
Fig ures for the 12 months end­ 
ing Nov . 30, the latest av ailable. 
abow 
a 
smaller ov er all profit 
g ain than usual. And earning s of 
a much larg er number of com­ 
p i l e s than usual fell below the 
prev ious 12 months. 
The pattern tends to be reg ional 
and spotty . Those falling behind 
are mostly either in the industrial 
areas where much of their rev e- J 
tines depend on the activ ities of 
factories and mills or in the older 
population centers where g rowth 
bas slowed or, in some cases, 
where population has dropped. 
Only in the last few- months of 
the 12-month period was activ ity 
rising in factories and mills. In 
most of the period cov ered the 
utilities sold less power to indus­ 
try . 
The 
course 
of 
utility 
stock 
prices can be charted by Hie 15 
utility stock price av erag e index 
of The Associated Press, which 
includes 14 in the electrical ener­ 
g y field and g iant American Tele- 
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phone Sc Telegraph in commu nica­ 
tions. 
The index started 1961 at its 
low point of 111.8. The high was 
reached Dec. 12 at 148.9. Then 
the reaction set in and the index 
closed the y ear at 143.1. At close 
of trading Jan. 12 it stood at 138.7 . 
This keeps tt well abov e y ear ago 
prices, if notably down in the last 
fou r weeks. 
The total 
12 month 
aftertax 
earnings of 89 power u tilities is 
SI .245.935,000, a gain of 3 per cent 
ov er the $1,211,358 ,000 the same 
companies earned in the prev iou s 
12 months. The annu al gain in 
profits has ranged between 5 and 
7 per cent in the last IO y ears. 
And in the latest y ear 25 of the 
89 firms showed earnings falling 
behind the prev iou s 12 months. 
Usu ally only a fraction of that 
nu mber do. 
AT&T net income was higher 
than the 89 power companies com­ 
bines. Adding it into the u tility to 
tai, since it is inclu ded in the AP 
u tility stock index , y ou hav e a 
total of $2,517 ,021,00 in the latest 
I? months, a gain of 4 per cent 
ov er the prev iou s period. 
The slowdown in u tility earnings 


as a whole may well be only 
temporary . Receipts and profits 
were rising at the end of the per­ 
iod for all ex cept those in areas 
where popu lation and indu strial 
growth had stopped. As the indu s­ 
trial recov ery continu es, u tility ■ 
earnings in general are ex pected 
to rise.

Russia had a continuous history 
from the conquest of that country 
hy the Mong ols (1207 -1238 ) to 19 17. 
The Czarist g ov ernment was not 
prog ressiv e nor was it on the whole, 
beneficial to the Russian people, 
but its successor, the Sov iet Gorer- 
nment, faces domestic problems 
which it may not be able to meet 
without further 
rev olution 
The 
loss of the HaDsburg Dy nasty has 
been a disastrous episode in Euro 
pean history . Not a sing le succes­ 
sor nation has been able to stabi­ 
lize itself, althoug h little Austria 
is mov ing forward better than was 
ex pected during the past two de­ 
cades. 
The United States is a compira- 
tiv ely new country politically but 
it has had a continuous form of 
g ov ernment for three centuries. 
The Rev olutionary War did not al­ 
ter the form of g ov ernment. It only 
intensified its nature. 
The Declaration of Independence 
the Articles of of 
Confederation 
and the Constitution did not chang e 
the nature of g ov ernment or the 
social habits of the people; 
thev 
streng thened a 
form of g ov ern­ 
ment which had been continuous 
among the Ang lo-Sax on peoples in 
principle since the Witenag emot, 
the earliest parliament, the con­ 
ception of which was some form of 
representativ e 
g ov ernment 
that 
ultimately , t h r ou g h 
m a n y 
stag es of ev olution, produced the 
idea of g ov ernment by choice. 
And so, we come down to the 
y ear 19 6 2 in the United States with 
J ohn F. Kennedy at the head of a 
continuous 
g ov ernment 
as 
he 
stands before a cong ress chosen by 
the people 
to report 
on t h e 
State of the Nation. Not all the 
people fav ored or fav or Kennedy . 
Not all the people ag ree with the 


policies of the present Administ­ 
ration, tut those who ag ree or di- 
ag ree are united in support of a 
continuing 
g ov ernment. 
As 
the 
President stood before Cong ress, all 
parties applauded him. 
There 
are 
alway s 
t h os e 
whose opposition reaches ex tre 
mist and unpleasant attitudes. Sin­ 
ce the beg inning of American his­ 
tory there hav e been little mov e­ 
ments 
of 
intensified 
opposition 
such as Shay s’ Rebellion, or the 
v iolence of Aaron Burr or the War 
Between the States. But no anta­ 
g onistic mov ement has surv iv ed 
the streng th of a continuous g ov ­ 
ernment The result has been sta 
bility and streng th. 
When President 
Kennedy 
ex ­ 
pressed his opposition to ex trem­ 
ist 
mov ements, 
he 
anticipated 
for his country not rev olutionary 
mov ements but a partnership, in 
prog ress. What we must ex pect is 
not only 
political 
but economic 
stability . This has been the g enius 
of the 
American sy stem. 
While 
we do not hav e perfection in a free 
society we do labor to maintain a 
society in which freedom approach­ 
es equality . 
The President's State of the Un­ 
ion messag e attacked no prev ious 
Administration; it did not assert

Much is expected of the federal retrain­ 
ing program for the chronically jobless. 
They can learn new skills in lines where 
jobs are available The first effort is being 
made in two West Virginia mining coun- 
ies where 8,000 persons are idle. 
Even though pay is offered while learn­ 
ing new1 jobs, less than IO per cent of the 
unemployed in that area 
have applied 
This is puzzling and disappointing to of­ 
ficials in charge of the pilot project. 
“Some of our unemployed people 
are 
just going to have to face facts and change 
their vocations to get jobs,” one of the of­ 
ficials said. Apparently many nonappli­ 


cants are averse to acquiring a skill that 
might compel them to move out of their 
communities. They keep hoping that local 
industries will expand payrolls, but it nev­ 
er happens. 
Job retraining has a direct relation to re­ 
lief rolls which have become burdensome 
in most communities. There is a rising de­ 
termination in the nation to get able-bodi­ 
ed people on long term relief out of their 
idleness and into self-supporting work. 
That cannot be done too soon. It will be 
better for the idle and better for the na­ 
tion. 


Case against Castro 


Washington has not overstated its case 
against Cuba Castro is a threat to the 
hemisphere. 
There 
is 
no 
doubt

he wants to export communism to Latin; 
America. But Castro’s pledge of commun­ 
ism, his declaration that Cuba is a social­ 
ist state, failure to restore free elections, 
the continuing executions and suppression 
of liberties, have made Castroism less and 
less attractive to other Latin states. 


Castro has built a strong regime which 
can maintain itself by force against inter­ 
nal revolution. But the same measures 
which perpetuate his declared commun­ 
ist regime are those which repel the La­ 
tins once so attracted to him. 
The Organization of American States, 
when it meets late this month to act on 
Cuba, can grease the skids for Castro if it 
has the will to do so. 


Allergies Not Funny 


Allergies, most persons are beginning to 
understand, are not as funny as they for­ 
merly were widely thought to be. Those 
who do not suffer from it may still have 
a tendency to think that hay fever has its 
comic aspects, and ifs true that a num­ 
ber of allergic troubles are more annoying 
than serious. But for millions of persons 
in this country they are no joke. 
It’s estimated that 60 of every IOO per­ 
sons show symptoms of allergic diseases 


at some time or other. Ten of IOO are af­ 
fected seriously. In the United States there 
are estimated to be four million persons 
with asthma and hay fever, and three mil­ 
lion sufferers from chronic bronchitis and 
sinusitis who are troubled with allergies. 
This is enough to indicate the dimensions 
of medical science. Much has been done 
and much is being done, to cure, relieve 
and prevent allergic diseases.

Will his teeth turn gray? Fall 
out? Or protrude like Bugs Bun­ 
n y ’s? 
Inside the tooth’s hard enam el 
shell, 
stringy 
dentine 
pulp su r­ 
rounds a central root canal. 
Don’t w orry about chipped en­ 
am el. The dentist can grind down 
all jagged points. 
If steam y soups and icy drinks 
can seep through into tile dentine, 
the tooth will gnaw and ache. The 
dentist may fill this “ cavity” or 
covor the tooth with a porcelain 
jacket to look like new. 
The nerve tears when the split 
runs all the way to the root canal. 
U sually, bleeding blood v e s s e l s 
next to the nerve color and event­ 
ually darken the white enam el. But 
root canal treatm ent — d eaning 
and filling the canal — can still 
salvage the tooth. 
Like a boat, a tooth m ay look 
shipshape above the w ater line and 
still be ripped part down below. 
Roots can 
break and becom e 
loose Topside, the tooth dies like 
a tree cut off from its roots. Be­ 
cause the tooth m ay change slowly 
over months and years, the dentist 
has to check regularly.

Those governm ents which have 
a system of continuity survive lon­ 
gest. 
Until World War I, such countries 
as Russia. G reat B ritain, the Aus- 
tro - Hungarian E m pire c o u l d 
point to a thousand or so years of 
history. No nation in Asia has had 
a continuous record of so many 
years. China, for instance, has had 
a record of changes of dynasty 
which indicates a total lack of con­ 
tinuity. Many of the dynasties were 
foreign in origin. For instance, the 
great Tong Dynasty was foreign 
in origin, the \tia n was Mongol, 
the Taching was 
M anchu. 
The 
history’ of India is one of constant 
conquest of different parts of the 
country, leading to 
varieties 
of 
form of governm ent. 
Those countries which have been 
continuous hav«> been most stable 
and their people have been pro­ 
tected from the startling shifts and 
changes of governm ent by violent 
revolution. 
Russia had a continuous history 
from the conquest of that country 
by the Mongols (1207-1238) to 1917. 
The Czarist governm ent was not 
progressive nor was it on the whole, 
beneficial to the Russian people, 
but its successor, the Soviet Gorer- 
nm ent, faces 
dom estic problem s 
which it may not be able to meet 
without further 
revolution 
The 
loss of the Hapsburg D ynasty has­ 
been a disastrous episode in Euro 
pean history. Not a single succes­ 
sor nation has been able to stabi­ 
lize itself, although little Austria 
is moving forw ard better than was 
expected during the past two de­ 
cades. 
The United States is a com para­ 
tively new country' politically but 
it has had a continuous form of 
governm ent 
for three centuries. 
The Revolutionary W ar did not al­ 
ter the form of governm ent. It only 
intensified its nature. 
The D eclaration of Independence 
the Articles of of 
Confederation 
and the Constitution did not change 
the nature of governm ent or the 
social habits of the people; 
thev 
strengthened a 
form of govern­ 
ment which had been continuous 
am ong the Anglo-Saxon peoples in 
principle since the W itenagem ot, 
the earliest parliam ent, the con­ 
ception of which was some form of 
representative 
governm ent 
that 
ultim ately, 
t h r o u g h 
m a n y 
stages of evolution, produced the 
idea of governm ent by choice. 
And so, we com e down to the 
y ear 1962 in the United Slates with 
John F. Kennedy at the head of a 
continuous 
governm ent 
as 
he 
stands before a congress chosen by 
the people 
to report 
on t h e 
State of the Nation. Not all the 
people favored or favor Kennedy. 
Not all the people agree with the 


policies of the present Adm inist­ 
ration. tu t those who agree or di- 
agree are united in support of a 
continuing 
governm ent. 
As 
the 
President stood before Congress, all 
parties applauded him. 
There 
are 
always 
t h o s e 
whose opposition 
reaches ex tre­ 
m ist and unpleasant attitudes. Sin­ 
ce the beginning of American his­ 
tory there have been little m ove­ 
m ents 
of 
intensified 
opposition 
such as Shays’ Rebellion, or the 
violence of Aaron B urr or the War 
Between the States. But no an ta­ 
gonistic movem ent has survived 
the strength of a continuous gov­ 
ernm ent. The result has been sta ­ 
bility and strength. 
When 
President 
Kennedy 
ex­ 
pressed his opposition to extrem ­ 
ist 
m ovem ents, 
he 
anticipated 
for his country not revolutionary’ 
m ovem ents but a partnership, in 
progress. What we must expect is 
not only 
political 
but economic 
stability. This has been the genius 
of the 
Am erican system . 
While 
we do not have perfection in a free 
society w’e do labor to m aintain a 
society in w-hich freedom approach­ 
es equality. 
The P resident’s State of the Un­ 
ion m essage attacked no previous 
A dm inistration; it did not assert

superiority over its predecessors. It 
offered a program for the future 
continuity of the American system 
of freedom and equal opportunity. 
He spoke long but his speech can 
be sum m ed up in a phrase, equal 
opportunity for all in a free society 
w-hich in all sections of the country 
builds a partnership for freedom . 
Despite political differences, this 
speech was a continuation of one 
made by Abraham 
Lincoln, 
of 
another party. But in 1962, a P re s­ 
ident of the United States can take 
advantage of science and techno­ 
logy to establish a better life for 
all our people. 
There are those who are so p re­ 
judiced that they refuse to recog­ 
nize new needs and new develop­ 
m ents; who insist that this nation

This 
is not radicalism . It is a constant 
m ovement in the direction of con­ 
tinuity and stability.

She recently completed a 
trip to South America, at the urg­ 
ing of Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy, and with the encourage­ 
ment of President Kennedy him­ 
self. 
“It was an eye - opening exper­ 
ience for me and a source of 
much cheer,’ she says. “ Every­ 
where I went Latin Americans 
treated me not only with friendli­ 
ness, but with cordiality. No boo­ 
ing or jeering — no one telling me 
to go home, as I had expected.’ 
In a frank talk with this cor­ 
respondent, Miss Leigh explained 
how thoroughly and cheerfully stu­ 
dent, movie, government and oth 
er groups r e c e i v e d her 
in 
Argentina and Brazil. She also 
stopped off briefly in other points 
in the lands to our south. 
In all instances, however, Janet 
was on her own — a journey com­ 
bining good - will, factgathering 
and unofficial spadework for Holly­ 
wood. 
Janet summed it up: "I’m glad 
I traveled in a strict un-offieial ca­ 
pacity. That way I had a chance 
to land everywhere and approach 
everyone 
informally. 
It was as 
Janet Leigh, human being first of 
all, and a Hollywood actress by 
profession and good luck, that I 
made my contacts. 
There was no hoopla for me. My 
presence touched off no hostile de­ 
monstrations, fortunately.

LOGAN—Sev en Hocking County 
residents are underg oing anti-rab­ 
ies shots after being ex posed to a 
rabid horse on the Edward Blum 
farm, Route 2, Laurelv ille. 
Sev eral day s ag o the horse acted 
strang ely and B l u m and s om e 
neig hbors attempted to put it in 
the bam. The a n i m a l started 
biting itself 
and 
a 
v eterinarian 
was called. He said it appeared to 
be rabid. 
The horse was shot and the brain 
sent to the Ohio Department of 
Health laboratories in Columbus, 
The preliminary test w'as neg ativ e, 
but the secondary test showed the 
animal to be rabid. 
None of the sev en persons ex ­ 
posed was bitten by the animal, 
but all had a possibility of con­ 
tracting the d i s e a s e from the 
horse’s saliv a throug h cuts on their 
hands. They must take 14 shots in 
14 day s. The anti-rabies injections 
were recommended by a l oc a l 
phy sician. The sev en are f r om 
three different 
families, 
all 
of 
Laurelv ille, Rt. 2. 
All other animals on the Blum 
farm hav e since been innov a ted, 
but are being kept under strict 
observ ation.

One of them was Hugh Chalm­ 
ers, a car dealer who advertised 
that each year he would give away 
a car to the batting champion of 
the American and National Leag 
ues. The first free car went to Ty 
Cobb, a p e r f e c t setup, for Cobb 
played for the Detroit Tigers and 
Chalm ers’ cars were made in De­ 
troit. Only Cobb spoiled every 
thing — he sold his gift car. 
Nobody could forsee the d a y 
when Americans would drive more 
than 70 m i l l i o n motor vehicles 
when many families have two and 
even three cars. 
Yet there were some genuine 
prophets. Oliver Evans, back in 
1813, predicted: 
“The time 
will 
come when people will travel in 
stages moved by steam engines 
from one ci‘y to another, almost 
as fast as birds fly.” 
However, the greatest prophet of 
all was the man who wrote: “The 
chariots shall rage in the streets, 
they s h a l l jostle against e a c h 
other in the broad ways; they 
shall seem like torches, they shall 
run like lightnings.” 
This prophet’s name was Na­ 
hum You can find what he wrote 
in the Bible.
